His Majefty, on obferving the amphi- 
theatre, where he knew that feats would be let at a 
high rate, expreffed his difapprobation of it; faying, 
that his people ought not to pay for a fight of him, and 
that the amphitheatre could be ufeful only to the fich, 
and not to the poor end ufeful part of his fubjects, who 
could not afford the exceflive price of a feat in it. ‘The 
people having heard this obfervation, exclaimed “ The 
King is right—this is to-be really d King. He thinks 
of his,people. Are the rich only to have the pleafure 
of feeing him !. Down with the amphitheatre ! Down 
‘with it-!’? Following the word with the deed, the peo- 
ple began to pull it dowri; but the Police oppofed them. 
General Gatze, Commandant of Berlin, repaired to 
the {pot, and imprudently {truck one of the demolifhers. 
This drew upon him fome very ill treatment, which 
might have had fatal confequences, had not General 
Mollendorf appeared with a regiment of cavalry, which, 
However, he did not fo much as order to draw their 
fwords. He fpoke mildly to the multitude, and indu- 
ced them fo much the more willingly, to difperfe, as the 
prefenc@ of the regiment of cavalry gave very great 
weight to the reafons alledged by the General, to’deter- 
mine them to adopt that meafure.

The negociation at Raftadt is faid, in molt of the 
French papers, to promife a fuccefsful iffue, but this 
opinion is faid to be founded on a letter from one of 
the French Plenipotentiaries there. 

From the procéedings of the Council of Five Hun- 
dred, it will be feen that Geneva is deftined to form 
the central place of a new departrnent of France. . 

Letters from Peterfburgh mention that the Emperor 
of Kuffia had fent a confiderable force into the Crimea 
to.be commanded by General Suwarrow, and that it 
-was reported that he was preparing to declare war 
againit the Bataviaa Republic. 

The Hamburgh mail due on Wednefday laft, arrived 
laft night. 

By the Vienna article we learn, that Admiral Nelfon 
and his {quadron entered the harbour of Meflina in Si- 
cily, on the 19th ult. whence he failed on the 23d for 
Malta, with an intention, it was fuppofed, of blockading 
that ifland. 

Yelterday advices were received from St Domiugo, 
as late as the 6th of July. By them we learn, that the

Advices from Malta of the 21/t June, inclufive, ftate, 
that the French have found there immmenfe treafures, all 
the precious effects of Loretta, the valuables of the great 
Families of Italy, and the treafures belonging to the Or- 
der, the churches, and the hofpitals, which were very 
confiderable. On the 15th, the whole French fleet, 
leaving behind a fofficient garrifon, failed againit Alex- 
andria in Egypt. On the roth, the Grand Mafter of 
Malta and deveral Grand Crofles put tofeas and on 
the 2oth, orders were given for all French Knights and 
emigrants to quit the ifland. 

The Englifh fleet under Admiral Nelfon, entered 
the harbour of Meflina in Sicily, on the ‘19th June, 
and after remaining there three days, fet fail on the 23d 
for Malta—previous to its failing, the Englith Admiral 
declared, that he would fink evéry hip that fhould 
bring provifions to Malta. His defign is concluded to 
be to blockade the. Maltefe iflands, and prevent any 
provifions from being landed, without which they can- 
not long hold out.

The King and his family, when they went out to 
walk, werevnder the neceflity of pafling a number of 
féntinels, of Whom a great many even at that period, 
Thefe 
fellows always prefented their arms to the Monicipal 
Officers and the Commanders of Legions, but when his 
Maijefty approached them, they cither grounded: their 

ieces, or with palpable wilfulnefs held them with the 

t uppermolt. One of thefe fellows, who was on 
guard in the interior, had the infolence one day to write 
upon the infide of the door of his Majeity’s apartment, 
* The guillotine isalways ready, and waits for the ty- 
sant Lovis XVI’ ‘Phe King read thefe words, but 
on my making a motion to efface them, he defired me 
to let them alone, _ : 

One df the porters belonging to the Tower, whofe 
mame was Rocher, a horrible looking fellow dreffed like 
a pioneer, with a pair of prodigious whilkers, a black 
hairy cap on,his head, an immenfe fabre by his fide, 
and a bunch of maffy keys tied to his girdle, always ap- 
peared at the door whenever he underftood the King 
wanted to go out; but he took care never to open it 
till-his Majefty was jult by his fide, and then undespre- 
tence of chofing the right key from the bunch, rattling 
them all the while with a frightful noife, he purpofely 
kept the Royal Family waiting, till at length he drove 
back the bolts. Then running quickly down before 
them, he placed himfelf by the fide of the laft door, with 
w# long pipe in his jaws, and as the members of the 
Royal Fanily ed him, but in particular the Princef- 
fes, he blew clouds of tobacco fmoke in their faces.— 
Several of the national guards were highly amufed with 


‘this infolence, and ufed to gather round hima with loud 


Shouts of laughter at every puff, at the fame time degra- 
ding themfclves by the deteftable conyerfation.— 
Some of them i to enjoy-the joke the more’ at 


their eafé, brought a el of chairs out of the guard- 
houfe, and ae Tasted Seatelaluss | by this means al- 


moft wholly blockin narrow paflage. While 
the family were ake eal walk, the en- 

ineers flocked to mo: té enjoy the dance, fhouting 
forth all the while at beft revolutionary, frequent-

On their return.to the Tower, the family were ex- 
pofed to a repetition of the fame infults ; frequently the 
walls. were covered over with the moft indecent {crawls, 
‘written ina large character, purpofely to attract their 
notice. Sometithes, for inflance, you might read “ Ma- 
* dame Veto fhall kick in the air yet ....’We know 
“ how to melt the old Hog’s greafe . . . . Down'with 
“ the red’ ribbon. ....Choak the young wolves in 
“ time.” &c. Sometimes they pourtrayed a gallows 
with a figure hanging ypon it, under which was writ- 
ten, * Louis taking the air-bath.” At other times, a 
Guillotine; with the infcription, “ Louis fpitting in a 
™ bag,” &e.

ne of the foldiers upon guard was ftationed at the 
door of her Majelty’s a t: He was an inha- 
bitant of the fubarbs, and was dreffed “ much neat- 
though in 2 peafant’s garb. I was fitting alone in 
mebene chamber with a book in my hand, when I: ob- 


+ ferved that he was’ looking at me with fixed attention, 


and appeared much agitated. I rofe upto pafs him, 
but, after his arms to me, he faid with a faul- 

ing voice, “ you'cannot pafs here.””—Why not ?”—= 

«My orders are to keep you conftantly in my fight.”— 
*€ You are under a miftake,” faid I.—* What! Sir, 
are you not the King ??—“* You do not know his Ma- 
jefty then ?? «* No, Sir, I have never feen him; but 

would to heaven f could fee him any where but here.” 

“ Hift! fpeak low; Iam now going into,that cham- 
ber; will leave the door a-jar,' and you thall fee the 

King. He is fitting near the window with a book in 
his hand. I communicated to the Queen the inclina- 
tion the foldier had expreffed, and her Majelty having 
acquainted the King, he had the goodaefs to walk from 
the one chamber to the other in order td mdulge him. 
After he had returned, ‘I went up to the foldier again, 

’ # Abt Sir (faid he) how good the King is! Ah! 
how much he loves his children !’? The poor fellow 
was fo much affected, that he could hardly fpeak. 
* No-(cried he, {triking his breaft}, I cannot believe 
he has done us fo much evil.” I was fearful left his 
exceflive agitation fhould betray him, and left him. 

_ On the 21ft day of September, at four o’clock in the 
afternoon, a Municipal Officer called E.ubin, furround- 
ed bya number of Gendarmes on horfeback, and an 
immenfe crowd of people, came before the Tower.to 
read a proclamation. The trumpets founded, ‘and e- 
very thing was filent. We then could diftinaly 
hear proclaimed, the abolition of royalty, and the e- 
Mablifument of a Republic. 

¢ fame evening I acquainted the King, that there 
‘was a want of additional curtains and. bed-clothes for 
the#Prince’s bed, as the weather was now beginning to 
grow cold. His. Majefty ordered me to write down 
the demand, which he figned. In this card I made 
ufe of exaily. the fame-expreflions as formerly; fuch 
as, “* The King demands for his fon, &c.”..... 
** You are extremely. infolent, faid Deflournelles, to 
date to make ufe of a title which has been abolifhed by 
the voice of the people, as you have this moraent heard.” 
T told him that I had indeed heard a-proclamation read, 
but that I knew nothing whatever of its purport. 

“© Why, then, Vil/inform you, faid I; it proclaimed 
the abolition of royalty ; and you may tell that gentleman, 
pointing to the King, that he ought inftantly to drop a 
title which the people no Jonger recognize.”’—“ I can- 
not change this billet, replied I, becaufe the King has 
already figned it; he would afk me the reafon of it, 
and you know very well that it does not belong to me 
to inform him.”——** As to that, you may do what you 
pleafe (faid he); only I muft inform you, that I will 

not forward your demand in its prefent fhape.”” Next 
day, Madame Elizabeth ordered me, when 1 wrote for 
any thing in future, to make ule of the following terms: 

** It is neceflary for the fervice of Louis XVI..... of 
Marie Antoinette .... . of Louis Charles... of Marie 
Therefe .,.. of Marie Elizabeth,” &c. 

I had hitherto been obliged to make thefe demands 

very often. ‘The fimall quantity of linen in their Ma. 

jelty’s poifeflion, had been lent them by perfons belong 


obliged to wait till he was-in bed. 


ing to the Court * during the time they were detained 
at the Feuillans, it being inpoflible to procure ang from 
the Palace at the Thuilleries, every thing there having 
been giving up’to pillage on phe tenth of Auguft. The 
Royal Family, were particularly in want of wearing 
apparel, the Princeffes being obliged every day to mend 
their old ones, andfit frequently happeped, before fhe 
‘could get his Majefty’s, that Madame Elizabeth was 
At laft, however, 
I got an order, after a thoufand applications, that fome 
new linen fhould be made for them; but the femp- 
ftreffes having unfortunately marked it all with a Crowa 
over the names, the Manicipal Officers infilted that 
the Princeffes fhould pick owt thefe fymbols of royalty, 
and they were obliged to comply. 

I learned from a Maunicjpal Officer, on the 26th 
of September, that they were planning the feparation 
of the King from his family, and that the apartment in 
the great Tower, which they had appointed for his re- 
ception, would foon be ready. With extreme caution 
I unfolded'to the King this new invention of cruelty, 
affuring kim how deeply I felt in being thus obliged to 
afli@ him. “ You cannot confer on me,” replied his 
Majetty, “ a ftronger teftimony of affection ; I require 
“¢ that your zeal may conceal nothing ; 1 am prepared 
for all. Difcover, if you can, the day of the cruel 
“ feparation, gan may give me notice.” 

On the 29th of September, at ten o’clock in the 
morning, five or fix Municipal Officers appeared in the 
Queen’s apartment, where the Royal Family were af- 
fembled. One of them, called Charbonnier, read to 
the King an arrete of the Council of the Commune, 
which injoined them “to carry away the pens, ink, 
paper, pencils, and even manufcripts that might be | 
found about the perfons, and in the apartments: of the 
prifoners ; as alfo thofe of the valet de chambre, and 
other fervants in the Tower ; and when you want any 
thing,” added he, “Clery may come down and write 
your requelts in a regifter which will remain in’ the hall 
of the Council.” , 

The King and his family, without uttering the flight- 
eft animadvertion, fearched themfelves, and gave up 
their papers, pencils, pocket inftruments, &c. The offi- 
cers then fearched the apartments and cabinets, taking 
out the articles {pecified in the arrete. 1 was informed 
by, one of them thatthis very night the King was tobe 
removed into the great Tower. I was enabled to cez- 
vey this intelligence to the Queen by means of Madame 
Elizabeth, 

In truth, after fupper as the King was retiring from 
the Queen’s apartment to go up to his own, a Munici- 
pal Officer defired him to ftay, the Council having fome- 
tHing to communicate. A quarter of an hour after, 
the Municipal Officers, who in the morning had carried 
off the’ papers, again entered, and read to the King a 
fecond arrete-of the Commune, which decreed his re- 
moval to the great Tower. The King, although ap- 
prized of this event, was fenfibly aggitated anew by its 
completion. His diiconfolate family, meanwhile, were 
ftriving to read in the eyes of the officers the whole 
extent of their defigns. The Kiny whillt leaving them 
heard their adieus with the moft alarming prefentiments, 
and this feparation, the forerunner of fo many calami- 
ties, was among the moft affli@ing moments which their 


followed the. King into his new prifon, 

His Majefty’s apartment in the great ‘Tower was by 
no means yet finifhed. There was in it no furniture 
excepting one bed. The painters and workmen were 
ftill employed in it, infomuch that an intolerable finell 
was diffufed throughout, which I feared would be hurt- 
ful to the King. ‘They had appointed for me an apart- 
ment very remote from the King. I earneftly implored 
to be brought nearer, 

T paffed the firft night on a chair befide his Majefty, 
who, next day, with much difficylty, obtained for me 
an apartment adjoining to his own. Afier his Maje- 
{ty had rifen, I wanted to return to the Little Tower, 
to drefs the young ptince ; the Municipal Officers pre- 
vented me. Veron, one of them, faid to me, ** You 
** are to have no more communication with the prifon- 
“ers, nor is your mafter to have any more ; he mutt 
** not even again fee his children.” ‘At nine o’clock, 
the King defired that he might be condu&ted tovhis fa- 
mily. “ We have no authority for that,” faid the 
officers. His Majefty then dropped a few obfervations, 
‘Phey made noreply. | . 

In half an hour afterwards, two Municipal Officers 
entered, followed by a bey, who carried to the King a 
bit of bread and a glafs of lemonade for his breakfaft. 
He expreffed to them his'defire to dine with his fami- 
ly. They anfwered, that they would require the com- 
mands of the Commune. * But,” rejoined the King, 
“ my valet de chambre may go down; it is he who 
* attends niy fon, and there is nothing to prevent his 
** continuance in his fervice.”—** That is not in our 
* option,” faid the officers, and withdrew. 

During this interval, I was in a corner of the apart- 
ment, funk in grief, and a prey to the moft heart-break- 
ing reflections ov the fate of this auguft family. On 
the one hand, I beheld the forrows of my “matter, 
.whilft on the-other, I imaged the yougg prince aban- 
doned to other hands. ‘They had even already hinted 
at the probability of ‘qs feparation from thcir Majetties; 
and, what a new fource’@f anguifh would not fuch a 
privation occafion in the Queen !—My mind was filled 
with thefe tormenting thoughts, when the King advan- 
ced towards me, holditig in his hand the bread which 
had been brought him. Offering mie the half of it, he 
faid, ** They have forgot your breakfaft, it feems ; ac- 
cept of this, the remainder is enough for me.” I de- 
clined it ; but he infifted on my compliance. I could 
could not fupprefs my tears ; the King perceived them, 
and allowed his own to fall. 

At ten o’clock, other Municipal Officers breught in 
the workmen to proceed in fitting up the apartment. 
One of thefe officers informed the King,-that he had 
jut Been ftaading by whilft his family breakfalted, and 
that they were in good health, ‘ I thank you,’’ an- 
fwered the King; “ I pray you to impart to them 
intelligence of me, and to fay that Iam well. Cannot 
I have forme books,”? he added, which I left in the 
Queen’s apartment? You will oblige me, in fending 
them hither, for I have nothing to read.” “His: Maje.

They put a thoufand queftions refpecting the King, 
which I was conftrained to anfwer with cautious referve. 
The Queen, addrefling herfelf to the Municipal Off- 
cers who had accompanied me, earneftly renewed her 
requelt of being admitted to the King, for at leafta 
few moments daily, and at the time of meals. Their 
lamentations and tears were now f{wallowed up in fhrieks 
of defpair. Well, well,” faid 2 Municipal Officer, 
they thall dine together to-day ; but, as our conduét ‘is 
fubjeGted to the arrété of the Commune, we fhalt con- 
form ourfelves to-morrow to its injunctions.” In thefe 
f{entiments his colleagnes coincided. At the very idea 
of revifiting the King, fomething like a gleam of joy 
penetrated the hearts of this unhappy family. The

with refpe& to our feelings.” 

I then colleéted and carried to the King the books 
which he wanted. The Municipal Officers went in 
along with me, to announce to his Majelty that he fhould 
fee his family. I remarked to the officers that I might 
doubtlefs continue in the fervice of the young Prince 
and Prineeffes. To this they affented. I was thus en- 
abled to unfold to the Queen what was pafling, and all 
the fufferings of the King fince his feparation from his 
family. Dinner was ferved up in the King’s apartment 
where his family was aflembled, and one might form an 
eftimate of the terrors which had alarmed them, from 
the emotion which they now difplayed. We heard no 
more of the arrete of the Commune, and the Royal Fa- 
mily continued to meet together at the time of meals, as 
well as in their walks. After dinner, they thewed the 
Queen the apartment which was preparing for her above 
that of the King. She befought the workmen to finith 
it fpeedily ; but three weeks elapfed after this period, 
whilft they were accomplifhing their tak. 

Meanwhile I continued my attendance as well on 
their Majefties, as on the young Prince and the Prin- 
ceffes. ‘Their employments were nearly the fame as 
formerly. The affiduity of the King in inftructing 
his fon experienced no interruption, but the refidence 
of the Royal Family in two feparate towers, whilft it 
rendered the vigilance of the Municipal Officets more 
difficult, rendered it alfo more irkfome. Their num- 
ber was increafed, and their fufpicion left me few means 
of being informed, of what occurred abroad. The fol- 
lowing are thofe of which I availed myfelf:} I obtain- 
ed leave for my wife to come to the Temple once a 
week, under the femblance of bringing for. me linen and 
other neceffaries ; fle was always accompanied by a 
female friend, who paffed for her relation. No one evin- 
ced a more cordial affection for the Royal Family, than 
this lady, in the meafurés which fhe undertook, and 
the rifks which fhe ran on} many occafions. On their 
arrival I was fent for to the Council Chamber, but I 
was allowed to converfe with them only in the pre- 
fence of the Municipal Officers, who watched us clofe- 
ly. Their firft vifits therefore byno means anfwered 
my defign. I intimated to them the expediency of 
coming in future at one in the afternoon. This was 
the time of walking, during which moft of the Muni- 
cipal Officers yfed to follow the Royal Family, and when 
only on remained. in the Council Chamber } fo that 
when a civil man happened to be left, he allowed us 
a little more freedom, without, however, permitting us 
to be out of his fight. - - 

Having thus facilitated our {peaking without being 
overheard, I enquired about the perfons for whom the 
Royal Family were interefted, and I learned what was 
going forward in the Convention. It was my wife who 
had engaged the crier whomjI have alreadymentioned,to 
come daily to the precinéts of the Temple, and to pro- 
claim, with many repetitions, the fubftance of the jour- 
nals. T'o thefe notices I added ,what I could learn 
from fome Muncipal officers, and above all from a very 
trufty fervant of the King’s table, who from attach- 
ment to his Majelfty, had got himfelf and two of his 
comrades, Marchand aud Chretien, employed in the 
Temple. ‘Thefe brought into the Tower the victuals 
of the Royal Family, which were dreffed ina kitchen 
at a confiderable diftance. 
ed to purchafe provifions, and Turgi going in his turn 
twice or thrice in the week, was enabled to procure in- 
telligence.of what was pafling. ; 

The difficult point was to communicate to me his in- 
‘formation, as they would not allow me to fpeak to him 
except about the fervice of the Royal Family, and then 


ouly in the prefence of the Municipal Officers. When, }: 


therefore, he had fomething to tell me, he made a fign 
agreed on, and I contrived to detain him under various 
pretences. I fametimes begged him to comb my hair, 
whilt Madame Elizabeth, who knew my intention, 
kept talking with the Municipal Officers. I thus found 
the time neceflary for.our converfations. At other 
times I feigned an errand for him into my room ; he 
feized the opportunity to throw. under my bed the'jour- 
nals, memorials, and other papers which’ he had. pro- 
cured for me.
